Oath/Declaration

Applicant has canceled the broadened claims 3-41. The pending claims 1-2 are not 
broader than the original claims in the patent.

The Declaration filed 11-21-03 states 
that this application was to include claims broader than the patent claims. Those 
claims have been canceled. The pending claim 2 has been amended to correct a 
spelling error. This type of correction is not deemed to cause a patent to be 
inoperative or invalid under 35 USC 251 . 

2. Claims 1-2 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue 
Oath/Declaration under 35 U.S.C. 251 as set forth above. See 37 CFR 1.175.
